O Local team gets Royal Alberta Museum design-and-build nod from province 
O Team lead says quick turnaround to craft plans and $340M budget did not affect creativity 


Alberta-based Ledcor Design 
Build has edged out three other 
contenders to design and build 
the next Royal Alberta Museum. 

“It truly expresses our 
province’s history, landscapes 
and potential,” said Ray Danyluk, 
Alberta’s minister of infrastruc¬ 
ture. “This is the right design for 
our museum.” 

None of the finalists’ plans 
were inspiring, said Rob Leder- 
er, a University of Alberta asso¬ 
ciate professor of industrial 
design and an Edmonton Design 
Committee member. 

“Basically, they’re boring,” he 
said, adding the renderings 
by DIALOG Design’s architect 
Donna Clare and her team seem 
more fitting of a college campus 
building. 

“The exterior needs to reflect 
the interior. And it doesn’t tell 
me what’s going on inside,” said 
Lederer. 

The mayor disagreed with 
design criticism yesterday, say¬ 
ing it’s what’s inside that counts. 

“This will begin to change the 
downtown like no building has,” 
said Stephen Mandel.

The province’s minister in 
charge of the arts agreed. 

“The true measure of a great 
museum is what’s inside, and 1 
think we’re seeing the beginning 
of greatness, (an edifice) that will 
truly inspire those that visit to 
understand the world and all the 
pieces of our world a little bet¬ 
ter,” said Lindsay Blackett, Alber¬ 
ta’s minister of culture and com¬ 
munity spirit. 

Clare said she hopes the muse¬ 
um will help link downtown bet¬ 
ter, enhance 97 Street and pro¬ 
vide a gateway from the arts sec¬ 
tor to Chinatown. 

“The other side of 103A 
Avenue feels like the other side 
of downtown, and 1 think by tak¬ 
ing the museum and putting it 
on the north side you extend the 
downtown and the green space,” 
said Clare.

The father of missing Ala¬ 
bama teenager Natalee Hol¬ 
loway is asking a court to 
declare his daughter dead, 
six years after she vanished 
during a graduation trip to 
Aruba. 

Mississippi insurance 
agent Dave Holloway filed 
the request in probate court 
earlier this summer, but 
court officials said yester¬ 
day it could be months be¬ 
fore a decision is reached. 

Holloway wrote in a 
sworn statement that it was 
his “painfiil” belief that his 
daughter is dead and re¬ 
counted the years spent in¬ 
vestigating her baffling 
disappearance in 2005. He 
said there was no evidence 
to suggest Natalee is either 
alive or that she had run 
away from home. 

“Prior to her trip to Aru¬ 
ba, Natalee had no medical 
issues, psychological issues 
or family issues,” the state¬ 
ment said. 

Holloway’s body was 
never found despite exten- 


its 340,000 members. 

A proposal circulated

BP takes it on the chin 

O No-holds-barred U.S. federal report castigates oil giant for catastrophe in Gulf of Mexico

Historic disaster 


A landmark U.S. federal 
report has lambasted oil 
giant British Petroleum for 
the worst offshore oil spill 
in U.S. histoiy. 

It puts ultimate respon¬ 
sibility on BP for the 
deaths of 11 oil-rig work¬ 
ers. 

And it says in the days 
leading up to the April 20, 
2010, disaster, BP made de¬ 
cisions that complicated 
cementing operations, 
added risk and may have 
contributed to the failure 
of the cement job. 

The report, released yes¬ 
terday, says BP — and in 
some cases its contractors 
— violated seven federal 
regulations. 

They included the fail¬ 
ure to take necessary pre¬ 
cautions to keep the well 
under control at all times, 
to perform a cement job 
that kept the oil and gas 
down hole, and to main¬ 


tain the blowout preventer 
— which is supposed to 
lock in place to prevent a 
spill in case of an explo¬ 
sion — in accordance with 
industry-accepted practice. 


While the report recog¬ 
nizes other companies had 
roles in the disaster, the 
panel says BP was the final 
decision maker. 

“BP, as the designated 


operator ... was ultimately 
responsible for conducting 
operations ... in a way that 
ensured the safety and pro¬ 
tection of personnel, 
equipment, natural re-

The report will be used 
to shape reforms to off¬ 
shore drilling safety. 

It also will be used by 
lawyers for victims in¬ 
volved in the multibillion- 
dollar court battle over the 
spill. 

Government agencies 
will also use it as they con¬ 
sider launching some civil 
and criminal charges.

O U.S. jobs stimulus package includes 
exemptions to protectionist measures 


Ottawa is vowing to fight 
the latest attempt in the 
United States to place a 
Buy American restriction 
on a new multibillion-dol- 
lar government job-cre¬ 
ation package. 

Trade Minister Ed Fast 
issued a statement yester¬ 
day complaining about the 
new U.S. measures, which 
would discriminate against 
Canadian suppliers bid¬ 
ding on public construc¬ 
tion projects in the United 
States. 

“Our government is 
committed to delivering 
free-trade leadership and 
Canadians can count on 
our government to defend 
free and open trade on the 
world stage,” Fast said in 
the release. 

The U.S. Congress 


passed an earlier stimulus 
bill in 2009, which also 
sought to direct work to 
American companies at 
the expense of foreign sup¬ 
pliers, but Ottawa eventu¬ 
ally obtained a Canadian 
exemption.

I fought with drug dealers: Winehouse’s father 


Amy Winehouse’s father 
says the fight to get her off 
drugs often turned physi¬ 
cal, as he tussled with the 
drug dealers and gangsters 
who were supplying his 
daughter with them. 

“I spent my time fight¬ 
ing with drug dealers, and I 
mean proper fighting,” 
Mitch Winehouse said in 
an interview Tuesday. “And 
I’m a middle-aged man, 
who is overweight, having 
fistfights with people.” 

Winehouse said his 
daughter finally budged 
once she saw how hurt her 
family was: “She witnessed 
all this stuff going on, of 
how her family and her 
friends were fighting gang¬ 
sters and she decided she 
didn’t want to put her fam¬ 
ily in that position any¬ 
more.” 

Amy Winehouse, who 
had struggled with drug 
and alcohol addiction, was 
found dead at her London 
home on July 23. Her fa¬ 
ther was set to launch The 
Amy Winehouse Founda¬ 
tion yesterday, which

would’ve been the singer’s 
28th birthday. 

Mitch Winehouse said 
there were some negative 
influences in the group 
that surrounded Amy. He 
said he was naive about 
her drug use early on. 

“I didn’t know the ex¬ 
tent of her problem until 
maybe four months before 
she decided to quit,” he 
said. 

Winehouse — who has 
been doing interviews and 
has appeared on TV to talk 
about the U.S. launch of 
the foundation — said talk-

ing about his daughter is 
“veiy hard,” but it “is help¬ 
ing us deal with our grief.” 

He made various appear¬ 
ances with Amy’s mother, 
Janis; his current wife, 
Jane; and Amy’s last 
bo 3 ^iend, Reg Traviss. 

“I don’t know what her 
ultimate plans were, but 
she was certainly talking to 
me about having children,” 
Winehouse said of his 
daughter’s last relation¬ 
ship. “Even when she was 
drinking, she was in a 
great place.” 

Winehouse believes his 
daughter died of a seizure 
related to alcohol detoxifi¬ 
cation. She had seizures in 
the past, he said. A full in¬ 
quest into her death begins 
next month. 

Since her death, Mitch 
Winehouse said he is be¬ 
ginning to realize his 
daughter’s musical talents. 

“I took everything for 
granted, I didn’t appreciate 
what a great singer she 
was, and now I do,” he 
said, getting teaiy-eyed.

A dining 
table is 
much more 
than just a 
surface that holds your 
dishes while you eat. And 
where you place your table 
will help determine the 
style and material you 
choose. 

In kitchens, a durable 
and easy-to-clean surface is 
crucial, while in a large, 
formal dining room you’ll 
require a table with an ele¬ 
gant look. If you dine in 
your living room area then 
you’ll want a table that 
blends in with the living 
furniture. 

Start with size 

Keep in mind that the table 
must fit comfortably into 
the space with at least 30 to 
36 inches on all sides of the 
table. 

For example, if you had 
a 10-x-l 0-foot square space 
for dining, then the maxi¬ 
mum sized table would be 
about 54 to 60 inches. 

Keep in mind that the 
clearance space around a 
table isn’t always from the 
walls — if a china cabinet 
or hutch is in the room 
then you require the clear¬ 
ance from that item. A 36- 
to 48-inch round table will 
seat four people comfort¬ 
ably; a 54- to 60-inch table 
will seat six to eight people. 

If dealing with a long 
table then allow 24 inches 
for each person. Dining ta¬ 
bles are always a standard 
height of 30 inches. 

Some antique tables are 
a few inches lower and 
there has been a trend late¬ 
ly to buy dining tables that 
are bistro height (42-inches 
tall). 

The bistro height tables 
are better in more casual 
dining environments like 
kitchens, lofts and open- 
concept spaces with high 
ceilings. 

Decide on shape 

A good design form follows 
function so follow the 
shape of the space allotted 
to dining. Is it a long, slim 
area between kitchen and 
living area or a squared off 
space in an L-shaped liv¬ 


ing/dining room? 

If you have a long room 
or space for dining then 
choose a rectangular or 
long oval-shaped table. If 
you have a square space 
then usually a round table 
works best. 

Square or round tables 
are great for creating inti¬ 
mate dining settings as 
eveiyone is equal distance 
from one another. 

Choose a style 

Whether you like modem 
or traditional decor, the 
recommended style of 
table is pedestal — the cen¬ 
tre legs allow more fiexible 
seating as you won’t have 
to contend with comer legs 
at the table. 

Glass topped tables offer 
an open, airier look to a 
dining space — perfect for 
small spaces. 

Fine finished wood ta¬ 
bles seem to be the most 
popular as a long-term in¬ 
vestment, but now there’s 
a trend for casual, rough- 
hewn wood and metal

looks for an industrial and 
vintage feeling. This works 
great in loft-like spaces and 
the new farmhouse-style 
kitchen. 

With dining table finish¬ 
es, consider how you’ll use 
the table and the look 
you’re tiying to achieve. 


You can choose from 
wood, veneer, aciylic and 
glass table tops — and re¬ 
member to consider dura¬ 
bility and colour. 

If you have inherited or 
invested in a fine wood 
table protect its top with a 
sheet of glass.

With the housing market 
so strong, more people are 
bu3hng properties either for 
themselves or as an invest¬ 
ment, and doing major ren¬ 
ovations. 

Where to start fixing up 
your pad depends on your 
priorities — we spoke with 
Dan and Nikki Hall from 
Sibling Rivalry for some 
professional advice. 

The show features Dan, a 
builder with years of expe¬ 
rience who goes head-to- 
head with his sister, a 
relative newbie with the 
golden touch to build the 
ultimate dream home. 

Things you should consid¬ 


ering before starting an in¬ 
vestment renovation 

1. Location — Find the prop¬ 
er location that best suits 
your lifestyle. Also, consider 
an up-and-coming area that 
might be better priced now 
but has the potential to go 
up in value. 

2. Never buy somebody else’s 
renovation — Don’t pay for 
someone else’s work. It’s al¬ 
ways more cost-effective to 
do it yourself 

3. Get the proper permits be¬ 
fore you start and know the 
history of the land — Do your 
due diligence with the city 
and find out what the maxi¬ 
mum GFA (gross floor area) 
is that you can build on 


your lot without going to 
the Committee of Adjust¬ 
ment. Also take note of 
tree locations. If there are 
any large trees standing in 
the way of your addition — 
the tree will always win. 

4. Layout — i.e. location of 
walls, doors, windows, 
plumbing and mechanical 
and electrical. You need to 
have foresight to be able to 
see the finishes in your 
head before you start. Make 
sure to revise the plan of¬ 
ten. It’s easier to make 
changes before the framing 
stage. 

5. Budget — Stick to your 
budget as much as possible 
for unforeseen conditions

and revisions. Always know 
that things can be done in 
the future — like finishing 
a basement. 

Tips before starting a reno¬ 
vation when you have a 
family 

1. Think ahead — If you plan 
on living in the space dur¬ 
ing the reno, make sure it’s 
a safe and clean environ¬ 
ment. Seal off construction 
areas and enter only when 
necessary. Beware of dust, 
falling debris and holes in 
floors. Children’s safety al¬ 
ways comes first. 

2. Make sure you have a back¬ 


up plan. If you plan on mov¬ 
ing out of the space, make 
sure you have a lease that 
can go beyond the original 
scheduled length. If you 
plan on living in the space, 
make sure you have a place 
to stay in case the construc¬ 
tion environment becomes 
unliveable. 

3. Storage — It’s always bet¬ 
ter to move everything out 
of the space and store it 
somewhere else. Furniture 
not only is easy to ruin but 
it can also pose a safety haz¬ 
ard. 

4. For design — Make sure 
you are designing the space 


to accommodate your fami¬ 
ly and lifestyle. If you want 
privacy, implement walls. If 
you want open concept 
make sure it has a workable 
flow. 

5. Talk to your neighbours - 

Let them know what you 
are doing. Ask them if they 
have any issues. Let them 
know if they wanted to do 
some construction at the 
same time it could help 
their budget and your budg¬ 
et by sharing trades. And fi¬ 
nally, always be sure you 
have the proper permits.

Canadian Adam Loewen did 
something as a hitter yes¬ 
terday he never did as a 
pitcher — beat the Boston 
Red Sox. 

“I’m veiy aware of that. 
They got me,” he said after 
his two-run, eighth-inning 
single against Daniel Bard 
lifted the Blue Jays to a 5-4 
vLctoiy. 

The native of Surrey, 
B.C., came to the majors as 
a pitcher and started four 
games against the Red Sox 
for Baltimore, going 0-1 
with a 6.63 eamed-run aver¬ 
age in 2006 and ‘07. 

“I think the best chance I 
had was against (Josh) Beck¬ 
ett in our place,” Loewen 
said. “I came out of the 
game (ahead) 2-1 in the 
sixth and they ended up 
winning it in the top of the 
ninth.” 

Loewen last pitched in 
2008, when he retired from 
the position after two stress 
fractures in his elbow. He 
then worked his way up 
through the Jays system as 
a fielder, this year hitting 
.306 with 17 homers and 85 
RBIs for triple-A Las Vegas. 

“It’s been crazy,” he said. 
“I didn’t think I’d be pla 3 dng 
this much but I come ready 
to play eveiy day, whether 
I’m in the lineup or not.” 

Loewen is 5 for 14 as a 
major leaguer. His hit yes¬ 
terday made a winner out 
of Ricky Romero (15-10). 

“Amazing. It’s crazy,” 
said Romero, who went 
eight innings in the win. 
“Just to make that transi¬ 
tion ... you never really see 
that and he’s done a 



tremendous job for us.” 

At 3-10 in September, the 
Red Sox hold a four-game 
lead over Tampa Bay in the 
wild-card race after the 
Rays’ loss in Baltimore last 
night. Boston led the AL 
East to start the month and 
were nine games up on 
Rays. 

After getting swept in 
three-games at Tampa Bay 
last weekend, the Red Sox 
host the Rays in a four- 
game series starting 
tonight. 

Boston led 4-2 in the 
eighth before Toronto came 
back against Bard (2-8), who 
entered and walked Edwin 
Encarnacion and Kelly 
Johnson. 

Mark Teahen bunted, 
and Bard’s throw to first 
pulled Lars Anderson off 
the bag for a throwing error 
that loaded the bases. 

J.R Arencibia’s RBI 
ground out cut the lead to 
4-3, with third baseman 
Kevin Youkilis hobbling the 
ball and throwing to first. 
Loewen followed with a sin¬ 
gle to centre to cap the ral¬ 
ly.

Wait is almost over as NHLers prepare for camp 


Almost three months to the 
day after the Boston Bruins 
hoisted the Stanley Cup at 
Rogers Arena in Vancouver, 
NHL players are heading 
back to work.
